“Golden Rule’ Jones Swept the County 
of Cuyahoga.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 
turns which reached Mark Hanna at the 
Union League Club last night were from 
his home county, Cuyahoga and they were 
staggering to the Senator and his friends. 
They showed that “Golden Rule’’ Jones 
had received more votes than either the 
regular Republican or Democratic candli- 
dates. 

Hanna peeled off his coat, lit a fresh cig- 
ar and walked over to the telegraph instru- 
ment, which was rapidly clicking off the 
returns. Every sheet was scanned eager- 
ly, Hanna reading the bulletins aloud. The 
Cincinnati vote, indicative of a clear ma- 
kane d for McLean, was the next shock 

anna got. He had calculated that Nash 
would run well in Hamilton County (Cin- 
cinnati City). The Hanna reports were 
the fullest and most complete of any re- 
ceived in Cleveland. He had the benefit 
of the regular press bulletins, newspaper 
special reports from headquarters and re- 
ports from private persons. 

When the reports from the rural districts 
began ft arrive Senator Hanna became 
buoyant.

She Charged the Constable With Hav- 
ing Impersonated a Deputy United 
States Marshal and Serving 
a Paper. 


An echo of the merry war that has waged 
between Postmaster Eugene Hansmann of 
Maplewood and Miss Tannie Whiteside and 
her family on the other was heard in the 
United States Court Wednesday morning.

Phe complainants: were Miss 
Whiteside, her sister, Mrs. Wilcox, and her 
mother. 

District At- 
torney William Morsey appeared for the 
prosecution, while Barron was without 
coungéel.

lt was the first time, 
stated to the Post-Dispatch, that she had 
been in a courtroom in her life.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The war situation 
is regarded in British military and offi- 
cial circles as increasingly grave. 

The dispatch from the British General 
at Escourt to Gen. Buller makes no men- 
tion of the brilliant victory and the cap- 
ture of 2000 Boers described in Cape 
Town messages, so no reliance is now 
placed on that story.

MISSOURI SHERIFF PROVED HIs 
METTLE DURING A RIOT. 


HE FACED 150 NEGRO MINERS. 


By His Nerve and Argument He In- 
duced Them to Lay Down Arms 
and a Massacre Was Avoided. 


MACON, Mo., Nov. 8.—During the rioting 
near Mine 61 Sunday Sheriff Glenn per- 
formed a strikingly courageous act, which 
has just leaked out through other sources 
than himself. In response to Supt. Vail’s 
mesage that the negroes had gotten  be- 
yond his control, the Sheriff drove rapidly 
over to Bevier, where 
crowd that wanted to go down and clean 
out the negroes. who were shooting at the 
inhabitants in the south part of town.

He drove to the track and 
then walked into the midst of the negroes, 
about’'150 strong at that time.

BRITISH SPIRITS RISING 


The Fact That Buller’s Corps Has Be- 
gun to Arrive Cheezs the War 
Officials. 
(Associated Press Cable.) 

LONDON, Nov. 8—The War Office 
cheered by the news of the arrival at their 
destination of the first transports with Gen. 
Buller’s' army corps. Now the officials are 
inclined to predict that low water mark has 
been touched and that slowly but steadily 
the rising tide of victory may be expected.

The news of a great victory, which 
circulated here last evening, is not con- 
firmed, and the Boer losses reported by 
what may be designated ‘‘Kaffirgrams, 
cught to be greatly discounted, as the Kaf- 
firs, knowing the British wish to hear of 
Boer losses, are likely to supply them with 
reports to their taste. However, ailowing 
for all exaggeration, Gen, White appears to 
have given Gen. Joubert’s forces several 
home thrusts, and the War Office is justitied 
in its contention to-day, that the news de- 
monstrates clearly that Gen, White is able 
to more than merely hold his own and can 
srike blows of such force as not only to 
insure the safety of Ladysmith, but, probd- 
ably, also to have a telling effect on the 
duration and results of the pending opera- 
tions of Gen. Buller’s corps. Officials .now 
take .a decidedly hopeful view of the en- 
tire situation and belleve that even the ad- 
vance section of the British forces at Lady- 
smith hye’ seen the worst days.

Returns are coming in slowly, but every 
one shows an extraordinary gain for the 
Fusionists over the gubernatorial election 
of 1898. when Poynter was elected Governor 
by a majority of 2721 votes. 

In many instances there are gains over 
1896. when Bryan carried the State by 13,000, 
In 134 precincts outside of Omaha there is 
a net fusion gain of 18 votes to the pre- 
cinet. 4 
As the precincts first heard from are unl- 
formly the’ stronghokis of the Republican 
party, and the sections where Fusion has 
its greatest following come latest, the fol- 
lowers of Bryan are asserting that their 
leaders’ claims are too modest. 

Omaha shows large gains for Fusion—on 
an average 20 to a precinct. The latest in- 
dications were that Douglass County, in 
which Omaha is situated, will be carried 
for the Fusion ticket by a small majority. 
The heaviest losses sustained by the Re- 
publicans are in the counties where the 
foreign-born population is heavy, the losses 
being particularly severe among the Ger- 
mans in Lancaster County. 

Edward Rosewater, editor of the Omaha 
Bee. concedes Nebraska to the Fusionists 
by from 7000 to 10,000 majority. He at- 
tributed the result to foreign-born voters 
who oppose imperialism and militarism. 

At the Bryan house last night the tele- 
phone kept up a constant clamor with re- 
ports from the Populist headquarters down- 
town. The first bulletins from the tele- 
graph company delivered while the family 
were stil] at dinner came from the town 
of Crete, normally Republican by 100, but 
which this year gives fusion 78 majority. 

‘A good omen,” said Bryan. “Don’t for- 
get that I spoke in Crete,” said Chairman 
Charles A. Towne of the Silver-Republican 
party, who is one of Col. Bryan's guests. 
After returning from Omaha at noon Bryan 
gave up the day to driving, walking about 
his farm and chatting more on political 
prospects in other States than the 
outlook in Nebraska. 

The first bulletin which seemed to arouse 
Col. Bryan's enthusiasm was one from 
Louisville, declaring that Goebel had car- 
ried the city by 2000. It was quickly con- 
tradicted by the later returns, but the 
measure with which Bryan hailed the er- 
roneous report showed how sincere was 
his interest in the regular nominee. 

The disappointment caused by the later 
unfavorable news from Kentucky was to 
a great degree offset by bulletins which re- 
ported great Democratic gains in Ohio and 
in Massachusetts. Chairman McNary of 
the State Committée in the latter State 
wired Col. Bryan that Paine (Denh.) had 
carried Boston by 7300, while McKinley car- 
ried it by 18,900. 

“That shows where the gold Democrats 
have been,’’ said Towne.

Preparedness is the prime candition of success in war. Other 
things being equal, it is decisive.

The advantage of thorough preparation is shown In the 
British-Boer war. The Boers have surprised their opponents. 
They have proved a readiness and a complicteness of equip- 
ment that have astonished the world and thrown the British 
military authorities into consternation.

Johanna Beall, 23 vears old and pretty, 
despite her haggard and wan face and tat- 
tered raiment, was almost convinced 
Wednesday that it was a crime to feel 
the pangs of poverty. 

Deserted by her thusband, and with her 
two babes suffering at her humble home 
for actua] necessities, she walked up town 
to see if the authorities could not do some- 
thing to relieve the distress that had come 
upon her through no fault of her own. 

She visited both the City Hall and the 
Four Courts. In the first mentioned place 
she was spoken to roughly by a factotum 
of the Mayor's office, where she applied 
for relief. With tears in her eyes she went 
to the Four Courts and found her way to 
the office of Col. Dick Johnson, the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney, who listened 
patiently to the woman’s sad story, which 
is corroborated by Eva Bynington of 1509 
Marion street, Who accompanied her to both 
places. 

“On Feb. 19, 1896, I married Benjamin G. 
Beall,’’ said. “My name before I was 
married was Johanna Finnegan and my 
people lived down on South Seventh street, 
at (3. Our folks were all working people 
and I worked. My husband was a shoe 
cutter and for a while we got along nicely. 
He made fair wages. We have two little 
girls—Johanna, 2 years old, and May, 3.

suffered. He lost his place and then things 
grew worse. My father died, and the folks 
at home had to work all the harder. A lil- 
tle more than a month ago Ben left for 
g00d. He went to Cincinnati, but we 
haven’t heard from him, and now the 
children are actually starving.

Scudder Hinde Asphyxiated 
at a New York Hotel. 


YOUNG ST. LOUIS BUSINESS MAN 


FOR A DISTILLERY. 


His Father, John D. Hinde, Thinks the 
Death Was an Accident, but 
New York Reports 
a Suicide. 


Scudder Hinde, a well-known young — 
ness man of-St. Louis, was found.dead i 
his room at the Gilseey House in New York 
City Tuesday night. George Moore, who 
was formerly chief clerk at the Planters’ 
Hotel and is now clerk at the Gilsey 
House, made the discovery. - 

The gas had been turned on and was 
still escaping when the room was entered, 

Hinde went to New York @s an agent for 
the Kentucky Distillers and Warehouse 
Co., arriving there Oct. 2%. 0 
position and a salary of $200 a month, Bo 
‘far as is known in St. Louis there is no 
reason why he should have taken his life, 
and his parents believe his death was the 
result of an accident. 

His father is John D. Hinde, president of 
the firm of John D. Hinde Co, of St. Louis, 
Until a short time ago the young man 
was associated with his father in this firm, 

Mr. Hinde received a telegram from his 
son Thomas, who is in Chicago, and who 
said he had received word that E. J. Cur- 
ley, the New York agent of the firm, would 
ship the body to St. Louls. 

The funeral will be held at the family 
residence at 4119 West Pine street. 

When Hinde’s body was found it was ly- 
ing on the bed. He had apparently retired 
for the night. His clothing was carefully 
folded and a bolster had been laid upon 
his trousers to keep Pe in crease. 

The room was filled with gas and after 
the door was opened it was several min- 
utes before it was safe for the attaches of 
the hotel to enter. 

No note or letter that would indicate 
suicide was found. In a waste basket the 
police found a letter which Hinde had torn 
up. It was from his mother, and it was 
thought it might have some ‘bearing in es- 
tablishing whether Hinde took his own ''fe, 
but it was explained to the Post-Dispacch 
Wednesday morning in a way that showed 
it had no bearing on the case 

John Hinde, the father of the young 
man, was at his office in the Rialto build- 
ing a short time Wednesday. 

“IT am qulte positive my son did not take 
his life,”’ he said. ‘‘He had a fine position 
as agent for the Kentucky Distillers and 
Warehouse Co. The torn-up letter found 
in his room was from his mother. It did 
not refer to his being out of employment, 
as the New York police seemed to think. 
The Mr. Bradley referred to in the letter is 
an official of the company by which my 
son was employed. The young man was 
in New York to make a new contract with 
the firm. He received his salary on Nov. 
1 and deposited it all at the office of the 
pete. He had spent only $8 of it when he 

ied. 

“My son had no trouble, 
know. He was a most do 
man and until this trip had never been 
away from home. He had no ailment, so 
far as I know, except a stomach trouble, 
with which he sometimes suffered severely. 

“I can readily see how he might have 
turned off the gas and afterwards turned 
it on again accidentally. The same thing 
happened to me last Saturday night. My 
wife noticed an odor of gas in the house 
and sent for a plumber. He found that I 
had accidentally turned on the gas near 
the furnace in. the cellar.’’

NDW YORK, Nov. 8.—George Moore, far- 
meriy of the Planters’ Hotel in St, Louls, 
now chief clerk of the Gilsey House, says 
there is no doubt that Seudder Hinde cem- 
mitted suicide. Gas escaping from Hinde’s 
room attracted the attention of a chamber- 
maid last night, and she sent word to the 
office. A vee broke open the door. In 
bed, with the windows tightly closed, la 
the dead man. On top of him ‘were piled 
pillows, and both gas jets were turned on 
full. A towel hung over the keyhole. The 
dead man’s clothing had been carefully laid 
on top of a trunk. 

Hinde arrived at the hotel Oct. 2. He 
asked Mooreato register for him, as he 
said he was feeling t»9o wretched to write. 
For days he had been sitting about the cor- 
ridors, speaking to nobody, and looking 
utterly woebegone. No letters or com- 
munications were left for relatives or the 
Coroner, who gave permission to the under- 
taker to remove the body. Telephone mes- 
Sages were sent to St. Louis, but no reply 
has been received. 


Hotel people always endeavor to make 
out suicide in such cases so as to cast aside 
blame for an accident. There seems, how- 
ever, to be no just reason for supposing 
Mr. Hines killed himself, 


WINTER EXCURSIONS TO CUBA, 


Railroad and Steamboat Lines Have 
Inaugurated Something New. 


St. Louls will be the basis of a series of 
excursions from Western and Northwestern 
States to Cuba. Aa | will continue through 
the winter and local railroad men say sev- 
eral thousand persons will take advantage 
of them. 

The rates will be made for the entire 
trip, from the starting point to Havana and 
return, but they will be so conditioned that 
the travelers will be compelled to come to 
St. Louls to get their contracts completed. 
The railroads are operating in connection 
with the steamboat lines, and the actual 
expenses of travel will be reduced consid- 
erably over the usual rates, They will be 
placed low enough to afimulate travel, the 
purpose being to give seaboard lines out 
of St. Louis plenty of work to do. 

The first persons to take advantage of the 
excursion rates passed through St. Louis 
Tuesday night. They left Union Station 
over the Ohio & Mississippi. They were all 
persons of means, and their trip is being 
taken for pleasure only. They have no 
intention of seeking homes. 

The men in charge of the excursions are 
eliminating all home seeking features, for 
they claim they Wish to encourage only 
those in search of pleasure and investment 
to make tne trip. he first real excursion 
of the series will be organized next week, 
and it is said it will comprise 400 persons.

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CHAS. CUNNINGHAM PREFERRED 
THE PENITENTIARY. _ 


HAD BEEN TO THE WORKHOUSE. 


Persuaded Juige Fisher to Send Him 
to Jefferson City Rather Than 
Down to the Rockpile. 


—— 


Charles Cunningham preferred two years 
In the State penitentiary to one year in the 
city workhouse, 

There were two charges against Cunning- 
ham on the docket of the Criminal Court, 
larceny and burglary. The public prose- 
cutor informed Judge Fisher that the State 
would be satisfied with conviction on one 
count. The larceny case was called first, 
Cunningham had no attorney. When called 
upon to plead he confessed to the court that 
he was-guilty as charged. 

““Have you been convicted before?’ asked 
Judge Fisher. | 

"Yes, sir.” 

“What was stolen?” the court a’ked the 
prosecutor. 

“He has sinihi guilty to stealing a dress 
and a few trinkets of small value from 
Fannie Taylor of 1219 Spruce street, your 
honor.”’ 

“One year in the workhouse,” was the 


sentence of the court. 

The clerk made the entry and prepared 
to call the next case. The deputy sheriff 
laid his hand on the prisoner's shoulder, 
Then Cunningham did a surprising tang. 

He brushed aside the officer's nd and 
rising unsteadily to his feet, in a voice 
mpoteady from nervousness, addressed the 
court: 

“Judge, there is another charge against 
me, aint there?’’ 

“There is, and a far more serious one,” 
Judge Fisher answered. 

“Suppose’n I'd plead guilty to that, 
where'd I go?” 

A colored attorney within the rail hur- 
riedly spoke to the deputy and that officer 
laid a restraining hand on the prisoner's 


arm. 

“Come on, Charlie, let it go at that. Don't 
you know when you are in Juck?” he said. 

Cunningham shook off the arm, and ad- 
vanced a step toward the bench. 

‘‘Wher’d I go, judge?” he repeated. 

“To the penitentiary for two years,’’ re- 
plied -his honor. 

‘‘Well, then, I'll withdraw my first plea 
an’ ask you to send me over the road for 
two years on the other charge. I don’t want 
to go to the Workhouse.”’ 

Of all who heard this extraordinary plea 
a plea that stands alone in the history of 
unique requests made in the Four Courts 
building, Judge Fisher alone maintained an 
unruffled demeanor. Sheriffs, clerks, audi- 
tors gasped. Prefer two years in the Pen- 
itentiary and forever carry the stigma of 
an ex+convict to a twelve months’ sentence 
in the Workhouse! 

The court was speaking: 

“Very well, Cunningham, we will pass 
the first charge and send you to two years 
in the State Penitentiary for burglary 
and larceny. It is so ordered.” 

The poner | smiled broadly, and with &@ 
‘Thank you, Judge,’’ turned to the deputy 
sheriff. He was led back to jail and as- 
signed to a cell in convict's row. He will 
be transported to Jefferson City with others 
convicted at this term of the criminal 
court. 

George Cunningham is a mulatto. He has 
lived his 27 years in St. Louis, a at odd 
times has been employed in wntown 
restaurants. Heis both a cook, a wait- 
er. He uses clean language and talks in- 
telligently. 

When arrested two months ago he lived 
at 1219 Spruce street, where both robberies 
occurred, Fannie Taylor occupied upstairs 
rooms. He broke into these one afternoon 
and stole a clock and pair of trousers. Both 
were pawned and he was enjoying the 
spree from the money obtained when gath- 
ered in by the police. He did not deny his 
guilt, and when the Taylor woman swore 
that other things were missing from the 
house Cunningham did pot object to bein 
accused of their theft. us the value 0 
the losings was swelled past the mark that 
divides petit and grand larceny. 

‘I’m guilty. I took the things and so 
what's the use of having a long trial and 
being convicted in the end. I would have 
received a longer sentence. There was 
one thing I was bound to accomplish. I 
swore to escape the Workhouse. I was 
down there two years ago. 

‘“A fellow accused me of taking his watch 
chain and proved it on me. I got six months 
at the Workhouse. It was the memory of 
that experience that prompted me to ask to 
be sent to the eS patnnage tL Il have never 
been there, but I am willing to risk two 
rears there to one below. Men who have 

‘en to both places tell mel was right, so 
I am glad to get the sentence. 

‘The main reason why I don’t, want to 
go down to the city prison is that 1 have 
a sore leg and am otherwise gick.. The 
year men down there have to wear 
shackles. The condition that my leg Is in 
would make no difference. I would have to 
year them, anyhow, and that would mean 
that I would lose my leg. I'H go to the 
Penitentiary and behave myself, then I will 
get good treatment and no shackles. 

“They don’t treat a fellow right below. 
I was only beaten once, but I got a good 
one then and didn't deserve it. he guards 
carry pieces of hose with which they beat 
the prisoners, if they are lazy, or if they 
do not do the amount of work required, or 
if they are unruly. It don’t make any 
difference if you were in the disturbance 
or not, when the guard comes you'l) get 
your beating if you don’t keep out of his 
way. The only time I was whipped was 
one afternoon, while we were in the hall, 
two of the prisoners started a fight. The 
gevard rushed in and beat me over the head 
and | wasn't In the same part of the hall. 
Then they put me in the ‘bull pen’ and |] 
didn’t get anything but bread and water 
to eat for a week. There are others down 
there that got worse than that, but I only 
want to say what happened to me. 

“You know you have to break five loads 
of rock every day. If you are sick: and 
don’t do it, or if you ain't used to the 
work and fall short you get your knocks, 
or put in the bull ring or dungeon. 

“Well, I've been sick an’ am sick now. 
I thought over what I had seen down there 
and what I might expect if I went back. I 
really believe would die within a year 
down there, and am sure I would lose my 
leg. They treat you well up at Jefferson 
City, I hear, and I made up my mind to 
try the new game.”’
